PARIS, Sept. 5.— T hat the allied 
armies are in grave danger of being 
cut in two and surrounded is feared 
bere. 
T hat is the real reason w hy 
the Germans have tem porarily sw ept 
to the ea stw ard of Paris w ith the 
main columns of their right wing. 
The Freneh-British left w ing, terri­ 
bly harassed, has fallen back on the 
reserves, and every effort is being 
made to strengthen the line before 
the Germans s trik e again. 
The Ger­ 
mans themselves have felt the effort 
of their rapid southw ard dash, and 
ire reported today to he bringing 
up fresh troops from the rear before 
beginning the 
t h i r d 
phase 
of 
the 
great battle that has now lasted for 
nearly three w eeks. 
Three com bined 
arm ies, 
w l*i< h 
crossed the M euse at Stenav, have 
driven the French center back for a 
considerable distance and it is evi­ 
dent that 
when 
h ostilities are re­ 
sumed it will be on a scale eclipsing 
anything up to the present and that 
the Germans w ill m ake a suprem e e f­ 
fort to com pel a 
decisive con flict 
with the allies assailed 
from 
all 
Fides. . 
Scouting parties of German 
Tit­ 
ians are reported to the outer ring 
of forts, but there is no inform ation 
here of the w hereabouts of the Ger­ 
man right wing, other than it is now 
to the east of Paris.

Country Devastated 
Behind the Germ ans is a devas­ 
tated country. Everything in the way 
is sim ply wiped out.

ing caught between the artillery fire

I N D I A N TROOPS ARE 
CROSSING CANADA TO 
EUROPEA N W A R ZONE 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 5.— Twenty-six train loads of Bengalese en ­ 
route from India to English relief in the war zone, have crossed Canada 
since last Sunday and a total of seventy-five will pass through 
W inni­ 
peg before the m ovem ent is com pleted, according to men arriving from 
W innipeg this morning. 
Censorship forbids the publication of the facts 
of dispatching them , say the men. 
The facts, as related by the men arriving here, corroborate the state­ 
m ents of Prem ier Asquith at the Guild hall m eeting yesterday. 
It is said there has been alm ost a constant passage of troop trains, 
apparently bound for transports at the eastern coast. 
Rum ors prevalent 
in W innipeg, are that many Russians will be moved across Canada to the 
war zone, along with the contingent of three thousand A ustralians and 
New Zealanders. 
“ W e are not allow ed to publish an yth in g,” is a m essage that slip­ 
ped through the censor in answ er to inquiry. 


Schooled in

Clear Russian Poland 
The general 
staff declares 
the 
Austrian danger is past. 
It is said 
officially the A ustrians are now be­ 
yond the San river in a dem oralized 
condition. 
The war office 
insists 
that Russian Poland is now clear of 
the enem y. 
Today the follow ing official state­ 
ment was issued. 
“The 
Austrian arm y 
has 
been 
com pletely crushed as the result of 
a general offensive m ovem ent on the 
part of the Russian field forces under 
Grand Duke Nicholas. 
Im m ediately 
follow ing the war declaration forces 
assum ed the offensive. 
With 
the 
exception of four arm y corps oper­ 
ating against the Servians the entire 
Austrian active arm y was directed 
against Russia and Russian Poland 
was invaded.

Russian Poland, are adm itted by the 
war office. 
The failure of Gen. F aurnier’s ar­ 
my to hold the line between Tom as-

LONDON, Sept. 5.— T he w ar w ill 
continue to the bitter end. 
N o o n e 
o f the th ree great allied nations w ill 
consider peace on individual basis. 
This was derided today and Sir E d­ 
ward Grey, the British foreign m inis­ 
ter, and th e French and th e R ussian 
am bassador signed an a greem en t to 
that effect. 
H eretofore the allies w ere hound 
together o n ly by their treaties. So 
far as E ngland w as concerned th is 
treaty did not provide for any o f­ 
fensive and defensive agreem ent. It 
would have been possible for any on e 
of the three nations. R ussia. F rance 
o r England, to have concluded peace 
with Germ any on its own account. 
In order to em phasize that the war 
on Germ any m ust be carried on to 
the bitter end, the French and R us­ 
sian am bassadors, on the personal in­ 
vitation of Sir Edward Grey, cam e 
to the foreign office today. 
The sit­ 
uation to date w*as thoroughly can­ 
vassed. and it was agreed that there 
was no reason for alarm. 
Predict Final Trium ph 
It was recognized that Franc© had 
suffered the m ost, and that the peril 
was still very real there. But It was 
also agreed that the allies, w orking 
together, would eventually trium ph. 
It was then, at the suggestion of Sir 
Edward Grey, 
that (he agreem ent 
was drawn up which hinds the allies 
to m ake com m on cause together to 
the very end. 
It is believed here that this agree­ 
ment will serve to perm it France and 
England to have the final say, in any 
pear© negotiation, should the German 
armed forces be crushed. It has been 
suggested that Russia m ight dem and 
that A ustria-H ungary be turned over 
to her intact after the war. N ow , 
however, it will be possible to insist 
on a basis of settlem ent that w ill not 
disturb the balance of E urope in the 
future. 
It was also pointed out that as a 
as a result of this agreem ent, even 
though France should be conquered 
by the Germ ans and com pletely over­ 
run by them , It will be im possible 
for the French governm ent to nego­ 
tiate peace with Germ any on an in­ 
dividual basis. 
It is adm itted here that 
lf 
th e 
Paris defensive w orks fall before th e 
great German siege guns, th e city 
may be surrendered. 
But even so, 
it is explained that this w’ould on ly 
he a single event in th e great w ar 
itself. 
France is doing 
her 
best, 
hut 
Franc© is hard pressed. The British, 
forces, ridiculously inadequate w hen 
compared with the m ighty German 
war m achine, 
have 
stiffened tho 
French lines. 
But they could n ot 
check the 
German 
advance. 
T he 
German forces may break the P aris 
defenses. If they do, 
the war w ill 
continue. 
The em pire’sc second arm y is g et­ 
ting ready for the field. From over 
seas, trained 
soldiers, 
C anadians. 
East Indians, A ustralians, New Zea­ 
landers, are converging on the bat­ 
tle zone. 
Russia is doing 
her part. 
Four 
weeks is the tim e lim it set by the 
Russian general staff for the arm y 
to reach w ithin striking distance of 
the German capital. 
T he allies hold 
that eventually the kaiser m ust w ith ­ 
draw all of his forces to the east to 
save his own country from th e R us­ 
sians. 
Expect N aval R attle 
Suggestions of naval activity are 
heard at the adm iralty.
